No contagious or infectious diseases were found. The sani- 
tary conditions around the school buildings were good. 

Notices were sent to parents or guardians of defective 
pupils and in some instances the parents were seen personally. 
Parents should be more particular in regard to their children’s 
teeth. They should instruct and encourage their children to 
use the tooth brush oftener and more vigorously; also to have 
cavities filled by a dentist as soon as the first signs of decay 
appear. 

Most of the pupils who were not vaccinated have since at- 
tended to it. : 

Those children who have enlarged tonsils and adenoids 
which interfere with their breathing, (causing mouth breath- 
ing), or other symptoms caused by same such as catarrh, 
deafness, etc., will be greatly benefited by their removal and 
this should be done. 

The best results of medical inspection can only be accom- 
plished when,the parents cooperate and have the things which 
are necessary attended to.
